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ORDER FOR NOTICE AND COMMENT 

On July 12,2005, FiberLight of Virginia, LLC ("FiberLight" or "Applicant"), filed an 

application with the State Corporation Commission ("Commission") for certificates of public 

convenience and necessity ("certificates") to provide local exchange and interexchange 

telecommunications services throughout the Commonwealth of Virginia.
